missing and disbarred Doylestown at­ 
torney, who is now a fugitive from 
justice. He is charged with obtaining 
money under false pretense, forgery, 
making false statement to building and 
loan association and conspiracy.

$1,000 S e w a r d 
for his apprehension 
was recently offered by

County Commissioners. 
This is 
the 
first time the cases against 
James 
have appeared on the trial list. James 
disappeared from his home here two 
years ago, leaving behind him alleged 
.swindles amounting to over $200,000.

The Hun pipes of the new organ at 
the EM ret Baptist Church, ranging iii 
length from IO feet to one halt in* Ii, 
are now in place, and the instrument 
ready for use. 


The pipe-organ has been installed 
under the personal direction of S 
H. 
Barrington, head of the 
Barrington 
Organ Company, of Norristown. EMve 
weeks 
were 
required 
for 
the 
d e ­ 
tailed work of installation. 
The various sizes of pipes arc- inter­ 
esting in themselves, the ital m e a su r­ 
ing many lengths from the on* half 
incli to IO feet. The largest one- weighs 
IOO pounds, and the smallest tips the 
scales at less than one ounce 
The 
largest metal pipe is six inches in di­ 
ameter 
.and 
the smallest 
is three- 
sixteenths 
inch 
across. 
Some- 
are 
fashioned of wood, 
The string pipes 
are of pure English block tin. 
The organ is equipped with a set cif 
chimes, the vox humana, and o rc hes­ 
tral tones of the violin and flute-, as 
well as the fundamental tones of the 
church organ. 
There are 400 wires in the cables 
from the organ to the console; and 
Hie magnets in the instrument total 
hit-and- 296. 
This low-pressure organ is voiced 
on four inches of wind, which insures 
long life for the working parts. 
The 
entire organ is under expression with 
the exception of the open diapason.

G erm an ace, who ha* m ade th ree succe»«ful flight* from E urope to the U nited State*, is engaged in collect- 
ing d ata for a proposed air mail and p asseng er service linking G erm any with North A m erica and the O ri­ 
ent. For year*, ever since aviation began to tak e giant strides ahead , G erm any has toyed with the idea o a 
trans-A tlantic air service. But it was with lighter-than-air cra ft th at she alw ays speculated. H ow ever, tho 
success of von G ronau in m aking three trips to the U nited States in a D ernier W al flying boat, V ia the 
Arctic route, turn ed atten tio n to the possibilities of th at type of craft. T he ro ute followed by von G ronau 
Jn his trips to this country has been by Iceland, G reenland and N ew foundland.
